yesterday.

The vessel lick at her wharl in Bouth Brook-
Iyn, with steam up, and at an early hour this

alternoon her engines were working, She was,
however, in ch of Deputy United Stales
Marshial Davis, and canoot go to sea, though

#lie wos regulnrly cleared at toe Custom House
yesterday, after a 1ull exammation, which
showed thnt she had nothing ol i susplelons
«haracter on board.

She o, a8 alrendy reported, a very fine vesssl,

srfectly adapted not merely for use as & priva

er, but as @ map-ofswar, Having been butlt to
oitch and caprure the pirate Alabama, she does
not lnck any of the qualitics of & good war
vessel; and she 18 in all respocts a perfect ship,

She waa launched in May, 1864, at Portsmonth,
New Hampshire, where siie wis congtructed tor
R B, and J. M. Forbes (who are now her own-
ers), and other men of Boston for the objeck
alrendy stated. Her machinery wns made in
Greenock, Scotlapd, but arrived here so late
that when the vessol was completed she was noc
wiunted tor the service for which her builders
intended her,

Alterwards she became o merchant vessel, and
run between this ity and New Oddeans, During
that time ehe had on board two Parrott navy
guns, which were originally to have been a part
of hier armament; but these were recently taken
o, and dhe has now NO Grms,

The size of the vessel 18 as follows:—Leneth,
201 teer; width, 84 teet 8 inches; depth, 16 teot 4
inches; and her measurciuent 18 1480 tone, Al
her maclunery is betow the water line,

The agents of the vessel, Messrs, Wuliam Cary
& Co,, have acted with extreme care; and they
sssery that the present contemplated voyage was
o strictiy legal one; that the vessel was in good
fuith to be taken to Pannmyg upon purely com-
mercial business.

The owners, the Messrs, Forbes, make the
same nllegations, so far as any knowledge ot
theirs extends; and Captain Kemble insists that
the sngpicions that have been expressed that he
would tiansfer the vessel at sea to some other
man, are ftotally unfounded, He deciares that
his agreemunt was to take the vessel to Panamn;
and that he will do this it permitted unless
wiushed into the sea, or the vessel should sink
under him.

The owners of the veszel and the agents intend
to prosecute the Government officers who de-
inined the Meleor, They claim tnat naving com-
plied in all yespectz with the law, any action
sgoinst them, tounded on snspicion, must be
taken at the peril of the persons concerned,

AMENDED LIBEL OF INFORMATION,

The libel of information was decmed insufti-
cient, and was amended to-da{ and filed in the
United States District Court. 1t is as lollows:—

FROM THE RIO GRANDE.

Maranonras, Mexico, Janupry 4—"Ehall we
have s war in Mexico?” is the question over the
border. “Will the United States assist us in ex-
pelling the Invaders ot our soll ™ ask the Lib-
ernls. “Will America declare war agnimst Maxi.
millan?” inquire fore:gn powers. Who can
nnewer these questions? It is n that
Genernl Grant giud that Maximilian must leave
Mexico. That looks like war, surely, from o
military point of view. “We shall have no war,”
#iid the SBecretery of State to a friend recently.
Thut is not u warlike view, surely, from an nd:
minisirative point of view,

One report 1s wafted to us from Washinglon,
that all the troops in Texas (with the exception
of three or four regiments) are to be mustared
out immedlately, while at the same time a regi-
ment of engineers, with a pontoon train, are
under ordere at Galveston to proceed to tae Rio
Grande. What is the use of a r:r\mmt ol engi-
peere gnd a pontoon train on the Rio Grande
without troops, and what use ls made of troops
mui tered out, except return them to thedr homes?
Several officers over the river have been pro-
moted recently, for what '—to be mustered out
with their commands, or ornament the corporal’s
guard leit on the Rio Grande, and superintend
the engineers and the laying of the pontoons,
Among the ofiicers promoted are Major-Generals
Weitzel and G, A, Smnth, the former breveted
Brigudier (General in the regular army, snd the
Iatter & full Major<General of Yolunteers, All of
the above questions I leave to be answered by
your readers, a8 your correspondent is unable o
“golve the problem,”

I am enabled to give yon the full particalars
of the recent capture ol a party of Liberals neur
this city, which has can the eorrespondence
between Generals Weitzel and Mejla relative to
their exeoution, Two or three davs thirteen
laden wagons left this city for San Fernando,
under a small guard. When some ten or twelve
miles from Matamorss, the guard was surprised,
and the wagons eaptured. Unfortunately, one
man egcaped, unkpown to the Liberais. This
man hastened to Matamoras, snd Iaid the facts
betore General Mejin, who instantly despatehed
a squad of cavalry in pursuit, who overtook them
about daylight the next day, about (hirty miles
irom ihe ecity. The Liberal party were com-
pletely daken by surpnse, the first news of the
presence of an enciwy being a severe crossdire
from the fmperialists, which killed and wounded
fiftcen or twenty of the party. After a sight
ekirmish whe remainder were oaptured, and with

the recaptored wagons brought to Matamoras,

A court was immediately ordered to be con-

\'enq'tf aud the report is that every man has
Hesn s’onmn:"l to be shot. Hence the protest of
General Weitzel, ar,. tie sbort and independent
reply of General Mejin, wi? lﬂo'iﬂ upon these
men as “bundits and highway tobbers” I am
afrald that General Weitzel's kind WBterference
will not save the poor tellows from Jdeath, as
trial, sentence, and exeeution follow fast in
Mexico to those who are fighting for country an’
liberty. Mejla probubly acts on the principle
that two liberal parties or policies cannot ugres
in Mexico, aud so uses all his power to extin-
guish the one for the existence of the other,
You have probably heard ere this of the reoc-
cupation of Monterey by the French, Monterey
appears to be of considerable importance to the
opposition force outside its wails; but of no use
1o those in possession gf the city, except to levy
“forced loans” and then evacuste; when the
other party enlers, takea possession, continues
fhe same game, and <o the play goes on—sport
to the “sons of Mars,” but tinancial death to the
pockets of the untortunate citizens,

Indeed, so alarming has the state ol affairs
become in Monterey, that the better portion of
the populstion are removing from the city to
San Luis Potosi, taking with them their specie
and all vaiuable movable goods. Not unfre-
quently these parties are waylald by roving
bands of guerillas or deserters from either party,
robbed of all they poszess, and sometimes mur-
dered becavse they do not have more to give
these cold-blooded cormorants, 1 need scarcely
state that with this state of affairs in Monterey,
business in that city is almost entirely destroyed,
the inhabiants living in a perpetual *‘reign ol
terror,”

We have just heard the news here of Juarez,
Negrete, and other generals and officers of the
Liberal army crossing the Rlo Grande into Texas
ut Eagle Pass, This news has caused considera-
ble excitement and no little speculation among
the Imperialists as to the eause of this important
visit on the pert of President Juarez and some
of his most distinguished officers to your soil.
From their actions and conversation, it is casy
to see that it “bodes them no good;” and, to
tell you the truth, I am a little uneasy myself
atout this movement, and believe that Washing-
ton is their destination,

The night before last an affair of a very serious
nature occurred, which may resolt in a declarn.
tion of war from one power or the other on
either slde of tbe Rio Grande, if not imme-
diately attended to, I refer to an exchange of
ghots across the river, in which it is stated that
one or two peréons were wounded. It appears
that a shot was fired from the American side,
when the picketz on thig side lmmedistely dis.
chareed their pieces,

As might be expected, an answering volley
rang from the “Yankees,” which was kept up
by the parties for some time, until the affair ter-
minated by “authority.” At first it was sup-
posed that one of the American pickets fired at
one of the “Imperial” pickets, but news arrived
vesterday from over the mver that a pacty of
General Crawlord’s connmoand, acting under his
orders, were m the aot of embarking for this
side, for the purpose of capturing & ganboat
moored near the city, and that & musket was
asocidentally dischareed, which resulted as de-
soribed above, and of course frustrated the in-
tended capture of the gunboat,

Yeltzel's orders.—New Orleanas Times, 17th.

THE VAGRANT LAW AND THE FREEDMEN—ORDER OF
GENERAL TERRY.

HeapquanTers DeparTaext of  VIRGINTA,
Ricamonp, January 24, 1866,—By a statute law
passed at the present session of Lhe Legislature
of Virginia, entitled “A bill Framing for the
punishment of vagrants,” it is enacted, among
other thiogs, that anyf)mtlca of the peace,
upon the complaint of any ope ol certain
officers therein named, may Issue his warrant
for the appreheasion of any person alleged
to be vagrant, and cause such person to be ap-
prehended and brought before him, and that if,
upon due examination, said Justice of Peace
shall find that such person is a vagrint within
the detimition of vagrancy contained in sald
statute, he shall issue his warranot directing such
person to be employed for a term not excecding
three months, and by any constable of the county
wherein the proceedings are had, be hwed ont for
the best wages which can be procured, his wages
to be applied to the support of himself and his
family. The said statute further provides that,
in cose any vagrant so hired shall, duriog
his term ol service, run away from his l.‘mplogf-r
without suflicient cause, he shall be apprehended
on the warrant ol a Justice of the Pence, and re-
tnrned to the custody of his employer, who shall
then have, iree of any further bire, the services
o! guch vagrant for one month, in addition to
the original term of hiring, and that the em-

loyer shall then bave power, il sutuorized by &
g ustice of the Pesce, to work such vagrant with
ball and chain, The sald statule specifies the

srgons who shall be considered vugrants, and
{:t' liable to the penalties imposed by it. Among
those declared to be vagrants are:—

All persons who, not huvinF the wherewith to
support their familieg, live idly and without em-
ployment, refuse to werk for the usual sud
common wages given to other laborers for the
like work in the place where the are,

In many counties of thiz State meetings of
employers have been held, and unjust and
;vro:;fful combim?ti:ima ha‘\re thn enleredrutlﬁo

or the purpose of depressiug the wages o @
rreedmc-t:l below the I:'eal valoe of their labor,
and far below the prices formerly paid to mas-
wers’ for labor perfurmed by their siaves, By
renson of these combinations, wages utterly io-
adequata to the support ol themselyes und
their families bave in mwany places be-
come the usual and eormimon wages of
the frecdmen. The effect of the statute in
question will be therefore Lo compel the freed-
men, under penaltv of punishwent as criminal:
to accept and labor tor the wages established
by the combinations of employers, It places
them wholly in the] power of their employsrs,
and it Is easy Lo foresee that even where no such
combination now exists, the temptation to form
them offered by the statute will,be too strong
to be resisled, #nd thut such isadequate
wages will become the commnon and usual wages
{hroughout the State. The ultimate effect of
the statute will be to reduce the frecdmen to a
condition of servitude worse than that from
which they have been emancipated, a condition
which will be slavery in all but its name. Itis
therefore ordered that uo magisirate, civil offi-
cer, or other persou shall in any way or manner
apply or attempt to apply the provisions of sald
statute to any colored persos in this department,
